Lean, Mr. Edison, Mr. Beemer and Mr. 
Thompson, 
where 
they 
were 
hospita­ 
bly entertained, arriving inside the lines 
about 2 o’clock, and exjieriencing great satis­ 
faction with 
their evening’s 
enjoyment. 
There is a marked increase iu the number of 
visitors at Camp J 1 tckus since Sunday, 
many of them being ladies. 
Among the 
latter are Mrs. Colonel Haymond and sister, 
Mrs. Lieutenant-Colonel Berkey, Mrs. Cap­ 
tain Sheehan, Mrs. Captain Keurney, Mr*. 
Captain Dean, Mrs. Captain Brown, and 
many others, who express themselves much 
pleased with the encampment. 
This morning the usual routine work— 
guard mounting, etc.—was performed, and at 
9 o’clock a battalion drill was ordered.

house, as prophesied yesterday, is entirely 
empty. This evening the artillery company, 
Captain Atwood, will drill for the first 
time with its battery, their drill here­ 
tofore having been confined to the saber. 
To-night the Oakland Guard gives a reception 
to the officers and men in Oakland. 
Wed­ 
nesday night the same company, Captain 
Ranlett, will visit Camp Backus and give an 
exhibition drill. The regiment has been in­ 
vited to attend the Firemen's ball at Oakland.

San F k a s c is c o , September 7th.—There 
arrived here to-day the steamer City of Tokio, 
from Hongkong via Yokohama. 


CHINA. 
The latest news from Hongkong is to Au­ 
gust 11th. 
Mosby, the United States Consul 
at Hongkong, was charged on the 30th of July 
with committing an assault with a spear on 
an American seaman. 
After hearing the evi­ 
dence the magistrate cautioned Mosby and 
dismissed the summons. 
The Annamese, a steam gun vessel loaded 
with 30,000 piculs of Government rice, was 
captured by Chinese pirates in the Gulf of 
Tonquin, 
Slight shocks of earthquake are still felt 
at intervals in Manila, hut business is being 
resumed. The destruction of property in the 
city is estimated at 86,000,000. 
Minister Angelí arrived at Tientsin on the 
4th ult. 
Commissioners 'Prescott and Swift, 
with the ladies of the party, remain at Che- 
foo for the present. 
News from Pekin in reference to the over­ 
strained relations between Russia aud China 
is very contradictory. 
It is reported that Li 
Hung Chang, finding himself unable longer 
to oppose the war party, ha.- given in his sub­ 
mission. 
Colonel Gordon visited Pekin, but 
only remained two days, when he returned to 
Tientsin. 
The latest advices are that Chung 
How has been unconditionally pardoned, in 
deference to the wishes of Russia, and that 
Colonel Gordon has taken his departure for 
Aden. This is significant, and would seem 
to indicate that peaceful counsels have pre­ 
vailed. 
JAPAN. 
The dates from Japan are from Yokohama 
August 21st. 
Political matters are almost at a stand-still, 
and with the exception of memorials being 
frequently presently from various parts of 
the country, calling for a National Assem­ 
bly, everything is quiet. 
Copies of proposed new treaties have been 
sent to foreign Governments, bat nothing 
definite is known in regard to the views held 
by them in reference to the same. 
An Embassador from Corea arrived here 
on the 11th. The landing of His Excellency 
and suite from the steamer was not impoeing, 
no salutes being fired and the party coming 
ashore in small native boats. The Embassa­ 
dor, preceded by two trumpeters and two re­ 
tainers carrying the trident, was borne in a 
sedan chair by four Coreans to Gevaimusho, 
where he rested and received visits from 
Japanese officials, and then proceeded to 
Tokio. On the arrival there the Embassy 
was met by officers from the foreign depart 
ment, aud escorted to a place of residence. 
The Embassador has not yet been presented 
to the Mikado. The Embassy will remain 
about six weeks, its object being to procure a 
revision of several clauses in the treaty with 
Japan. 
The United States steamer Richmond, after 
conveying Minister Angelí and Commission­ 
ers Trescott and Swift to Taku, returned here 
on the 12th. 
An extension of trade between Corea and 
Japan has necessitated increased communica­ 
tion, and in addition to the usual semi­ 
monthly steamer, three sailing vessels will 
leave Nagasaki monthly for Fus an hereafter,

M a r y s v i l l e , September 7th.—A young 
Englishman named Joseph F. Foster, a 
stranger here and without means, attempted 
suicide last night by taking poison. 
Restora­ 
tives were applied and consciousness restored. 
The mysterious death of O. F. Davis, tele­ 
graph operator at the terminus of the South 
ern Pacific Railroad, as announced yesterday 
by private telegrams, canses profound regret 
here, where he was well known. 
He was a 
young man of exemplary habits, universally 
respected by the community, and was a mem­ 
ber of the Pacific Brass Band of this city.

No thought 
“ of repudiation, w holly or in part, has 
“ ever entered into th e Republican policy7. 
“ T he gradual paym ent of th e debt and 
“ the reduction of the rate of interest 
“ have been kindred m easures of the same 
“ policy, w hich have been pursued w ith- 
“ out shadow of turning.

I t has been gradu­

“ duced §837,104,823 OS, b u t the interest 
“ has been reduced in far greater propor- 
“ tion. 
Iu 1S05 the interest-bearing debt 
“ was §2,381,530,294 90, and the ¡ate of 
“ in terest on p art of it was as high as 
“ seven and three-tenths per cent, per an- 
“ num , and th e interest charge was §150,- 
“ 977,097. 
T he interest charge had been 
“ reduced to §79,033,981 on th e 1st of 
“ Ju ly , 1880, and we only aw ait th e ma- 
“ tu rity of §720,045,300, the balance of the 
“ five and six per cent, bonds, to reduce 
“ th e in terest charge to not exceeding 
“ §70,000,000.

and copious bleeding. 
To roll a half­ 
drow ned man upon a barrel is a very good 
way to send him th e other m oiety of the 
journey to 
the Plutonian shore, hu t it 
is a very bad way to restore him to life. 
Singularly as it may appear to some, it ¡3 
not judicious to hold persons up by the 
heels to let th e w ater run out of their 


m ouths, either, and in fact the old-fashioned 
remedies 
for 
drow ning 
undoubtedly 
made m ore subjects for the Coroner than 
they rescued. 
A t all public baths it is 
proper th a t 
some 
scientific and well- 
attested course of treatm en t should be 
adopted, and legible placards giving clear 
directions for the application of this sys­ 
tem should be posted conspicuously in 
various parts of the establishm ent. 
The 
rules of th e R oyal H um ane Society are 
very good and safe, and there is also a 
m ethod invented by a New Y ork physician 
w hich has had good results. 
The superin­ 
tendents and 
sw im m ing m asters of all 
baths ought to be furnished w ith some of 
these m ethods of restoration, and the simple 
appliances necessary to them should be 
kept a t hand alw ays. 
T here is no excuse 
in this age of 
th e w orld for leaving 
asphyxiated persons to th e ten d er mercies 
of the experim enters who believe in roll­ 
ing them on barrels, and such like b ar­ 
barous fetish.

M ajesty’s speech read Ly. the Royal Com­ 
missioner : 
My Lords and Gentlemen : 
It is with satisfaction 
I find myself a t length enabled to release you from 
your arduous labors. 
1 continue to receive assur­ 
ances of the most friendly character Jrom all fore gn 
powers. The failure of the Sublime Porte to exe­ 
cute, according to its engagement, the plan agreed 
upon in April last fur the determ ination of the 
Ottoman frontier lying towards Montenegro, has 
caused unfortunate delays in the settlem ent of that 
question, and the treaty of Berlin baa not taken 
effect in other points of im portan .e which remained 
open at the commencement of the session. The 
Governments which were parties to th at treaty have 
communicated to the Sultan their judgm ent on the 
means of bringing to a satisfactory 
settlem ent 
the Greek ami Mcntenegran* frontier* question by 
an adm instrative organization, of the European 
provinces of Turkey, and on the p/rincipal reforms 
required in the Afciatic provinces inhabited by 
Armenians. 
For the attainm ent of the objects in 
view I continue to place reliance on tho fact th at the 
concert of Europe has been steadily maintained, 
in regard to the Eastern question, and th at the 
Powers who signed the treaty of Berlin are pressing 
upon the Sublime Porte, with all the authority 
which belongs to their u n ite! action, measures 
which, in their beli f, are best calculated to insure 
tranquililty in the East. 
I have not been unm ind­ 
ful, during the few m ouths which have elapsed since 
I last addressed you, of consideration which 1 have 
stated would guide my poliey on the northwestern. 
frontier of my Indian empire- Measures have al­ 
ready been take . f r a complete m ilitary evacuation 
of northern Afghanistan, and some progress has 
bcc^ made toward the pacification and settlem ent of 
the country. 
A renewal of hostilities by the 
Afghans under Ayoob Khan has rendered necessary 
further m ilitary operation* in southern Afghanistan. 
Faorapt measures were taken by the Government of 
India for tho relief of the garrison of Cand&bar, 
raid the conspicuous ability and energy displayed i y 
many officers aud troops in the execution of those 
measures, resulting in- the brilliant victory gained 
by the gaLIant force under the command of Sir 
Frederick Roberts, will, I trust, speedily bring an 
honorable termination.bo the war m that division cf 
country. 
I regret th at it has not hitherto been pos­ 
sible to give you such Information on the general 
state of Indian finances aud the recent miscarriages 
in presenting the accouutsof m ilitary evperolitures as 
as yon would justly require before entering cu a practi­ 
cal consideration of the subject. You may. however, 
rest assured that I shuii redeem my pledge to supply 
you with this information at the earliest period in 
my power. 
No*advance has recently been made in 
the ijroject of tho South African Confederation, nor 
couli any advantage arise from an endeavor to press 
it forward, except in proportion to the favorable 
movement of public opinion in th at portion of thc- 
empire. The general state of affairs irk South Africa, 
however, is on the whole satisfactory, except hi 
Basutalani’/, where I tru st th at a moderate and con- 
cili dory policy may allay the agitation caused by 
ihe enforcement of the Disarmament Act. 
. 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons: I tender 
you my thanks for the liberal provision which you 
Dave ruado to m eet the charges of the public service. 
My Kurds and Gentlemen : 1 Acknowledge with 
thankfulness to Almighty God the happy continu­ 
ance during several weeks of fiae weather for secur­ 
ing the harvest, which gives in many places reason­ 
able promise of abund&uce. 
i am thus enabled to l 
anticipate both the further revival of trade and some 
addition to the revenue of tho country. L congratu 
late you w ith especial pleasure upon the probable im ­ 
provement in the condition, of the people of Ireland, 
who have so seriously suffered from previous failure 
of crops. 
I rejoice also to observe that notw ith­ 
standing the lateness oi the period in which you 
began your labors, your indefatigable zeal and pa­ 
tience have enabled yoa to add to the statute-book 
some valuable laws.

RECEPTION 
OF THE PRESIDENT. 


The Presidential party leaves V irginia City 
to-day for Tahoe, and will go thence to 
Truckee. I t will leave Truekee by its special 
train a t 3 P. M. to-day, arriving at Blue Can­ 
yon at 0 o’clock this evening. 
Governor 
Perkins, Senator Booth, M ayor Turner and 
President Larue, of the Agricultural Society, 
as the committee to welcome the Presidential 
party, will leave here on the regular overland 
train this afternoon for Blue Canyon, arriv­ 
ing there about the same time as the Presi­ 
dential party. 
A party of gentlemen from 
San Francisco, headed by W . W. Dodge, and 
representing the Citizens’ Committee of San 
Francisco, will go up in a special car by the 
regular overland train this afternoon, to meet 
the party at Blue Canyon. These committees 
will weloome the President at that point, and 
the entire party will rest there until 5 o’clock 
to-morrow morniDg, when it will depart for 
Sacramento, to arrive here exactly at 8 
o’clock in 
the morning. 
I t Í3 
expected 
th at at that hour a large body of Sacramento 
people will be present to greet the chief 
m agistrate of the Union. 
I t is the intention 
to delay the train about tw enty minutes. 
A 
lookout will be on the roof of the Central 
Pacific shops, who will signal the passage of 
the train over the American river bridge, 
when one gun from the Union Boy will be 
tired to apprise the people ot the approach of 
the party. 
The depot, under direction of 
Superintendent 
Pratt, 
will 
be 
cleared 
of cars and the train will run in on the north 
track and will remain in the depot. 
A band 
of fifteen pieces will be located on the bal­ 
cony fronting the railroad offices in the depot. 
A fiat car neatly decorated for the occasion, 
under the superintendence of the Committee 
of A rranrernents, consisting of Messrs. George 
< adwalader, A lbert Galiatiu and T. M. 
Lindley, will be run into the depot on an­ 
other track opposite the Presidential car, 
from 
which 
a 
walkway 
will 
lead 
to 
this tem porary rostrum, upon which the 
Presidential party will be escorted and in­ 
troduced to the people by Governor Perkins. 
A s the train comes into the depot a salute 
of twenty-one guns will be tired by the Union 
Boy Kjuad. 
I t is suggested by the commit­ 
tee, and it is understood th at the Superinten­ 
dent aim will cuusent, th at when the salute 
begins all the whistles at the railroad shops 
and on all the locomotives and steamers be 
blown for a few moments. 
Application lias 
been made also to the Fire Commissioners for 
leave to have the fire whistle at the w ater­ 
works blown at the same time, and it is re­ 
quested th at proprietors of factories and 
works operated by steam, follow suit with 
whistles under their charge.

BREEZE AT THE CAPITOL. 


A slight breeze, resulting in pistol drawing, 
took place at the Capitol yesterday, originat­ 
ing from interesting m atters before the Board 
of Equalization in regard to raising assess­ 
ments upon property in San I' rancisco. 
S. 
M.’Wilson, who appeared before the Board 
as attorney for certain banks and capitalists 
in th at city, and for the parties who procured 
writs from the Supreme Court enjoining the 
Board from considering certain cases, made a 
request of the Board th at all cases from 
San Francisco set for hearing the present 
week be deferred till next Monday, pending 
the decision ot the Supreme Court on the 
w rits already before it, wffiicb are to be heard 
on Friday morning of this week. 
H e stated 
as the ground for this action, which he re­ 
quested, th at it would facilitate business and 
prevent the necessity of serving new writs of 
injunction upon the Board in each of the 
cases, also remarking th at they had not had 
time to prepare papers in all these cases at 
once, and that if they were not postponed 
similar w rits would be served in ail these 
cases as they came up before the Board. 
1 he Board at once refused to grant the re­ 
quest. 
He then repeated the request as to 
the cases which he personally lepresented be­ 
fore the Board, and said he would send up 
to-day a list of the parties. 
John H . Burke, 
who has been interested in presenting these 
cases before the Board, then rose and asked to 
be heard in reference to the m atter. He stated 
that on Saturday last John K. J a r ’ooe and 
Gordon Blanding, of San Francisco, had 
appeared before the Board and made a request 
to have certain cases postponed until I riday, 
the 10th inst.. stating as a reason th at S. M. 
W ilson and others employed in the cases had 
made engagements in San Francisco prevent­ 
ing them coming here before th at time—being 
required to make a speech in favor of the new 
charter on Tuesday, and being on the P resi­ 
dential Reception Committee for Thursday— 
thus to lead the Board to believe th at if 
the coutinuance should be granted, the par­ 
ties would be present on 1’riday of this week. 
Mr. Burke then took up a copy of one of the 
writs issued, and called the Board s attention 
to the fact that the paper was made out with 
an electric pen, and that it would have taken 
but a very short time, since all were alike, 
with the exception of 
names, 
to 
have 
prepared and handed in all these cases 
in one day. 
Instead of this, he said, they 
come along in driblets. 
He saw from the 
morning papers th at in the complaints filed 
before the Supreme Court the parties averred 
among other things th at they had been duly 
assessed. 
H e claimed they had not been 
duly assessed on w hat property they had. 
T hat it liad been stated in ijan Francisco that 
if an effort was made to raise these taxes 
they would stop it in all events, and he now 
hoped th at the Board would place this re­ 
sponsibility where it belonged — upon the 
shoulders of these men who have refused 
to pay theif just proportion of taxes and still 
want to shirk it. 
He declared the request 
was only a subterfuge to delay and nullify 
the action of the Board with regard to these 
cases. 
Mr. W ilson replied th at the writs drawn 
on Saturday were not drawn with an electric 
pen, and referred to the comments of Mr. 
Burke as coming from the great public bene­ 
factor. 
Mr. Burke replied 
personally to him, 
stating th at he had treated him as a gentle­ 
man, and th at he considered himself entitled 
to be treated the same by Mr. Wilson. 
“ W ell,” replied Mr. W ilson, “ I 
will 
change the appellation if you desire me to, 
aud call you the public curse.” 
_ 
M r. Burke said it didn’t make any differ­ 
ence to him w hat he was called, and after 
some further comments stated to the Board 
th at in addressing them he had not desired 
and did not now desire to made any reflec­ 
tions upon M r. W ilson in the m atter, since 
Wilson had Btated that he was in Woodland, 
and knew nothing about Mr. Jarboe’s asser­ 
tion. 
Shortly afterwards Mr. W ilson left the 
room and was followed by M r. Burke, who, 
after reaching the outside, asked Mr. Wilson 
if he had said or done anything giving him 
cause for offense. 
To this W ilson gave a 
somewhat curt reply, when Burke remarked 
th at his object in asking was that if he had 
done so, he wished to apologize. 
To this M r. WilsoD, w ith considerable arch 
dignity, demanded to know whether he, 
Burke, intended insulting him. 
This Mr. 
Burke disclaimed, and M r. Wilson, still ex­ 
panding in his dignity from his much larger 
physical proportions, finally set about to 
snuff out the conversation and Mr. Burke 
abruptly, saying th at he, WilsoD, had a good 
mind to give him a damned good thrashing, 
and drew back his arm. with clinched fist, 
started for Burke, to put his assertion into 
execution. 
Burke coolly put his hand in his 
bip pocket, and drexv out and cocked a large 
Colt's revolver, and placed it instantly in a 
position for W ilson to make a close inspec­ 
tion of the inside of the fusee and range 
along the barrel.

By f’nis time there were several in the hall, I 
and Wilson, feeling somewhat embarrassed 1 
at the turn affairs had taken, said : 
“ Oh, you are armed, are yon?” 
Burke—Yes, sir. I go prepared for all such 
chaps as yon. 
W ilson—W hy don’t you shoot, then ? 
B urke—You attem pt to lay a hand on me, 
and see how quick I ’ll do it. 
A fter a moment’s hesitation the m atter was 
dropped aud the parties separated.

Money you may lose, and I 
presume some of you have lost some in your 
day [laughter], but as long as you have health 
aud this land, you m ust prosper.
